The Chairman and members discussed recent developments 
in the Cuban situation, particularly with respect to the nature of the 
opposition to Batista and various factors which might affect the 
longevity of his regime. In the course of their discussion the members 
also exchanged views on US intelligence collection capabilities in Cuba. 


After the Chairman referred to recent developments in 
Syrian-Jordanian relations, Mr. Arneson commented on this 
situation and related matters, especially on the general nature of a 
reported Soviet-Syrian agreement. 


The Chairman and Mr. Arneson discussed briefly matters 
bearing on the activities and possible personal status within the 


Soviet hierarchy of Bulganin and various other Soviet leaders.

The Chairman noted that, according to a report by the US 
Embassy on Taiwan, NIE 100-3-57, "Estimate of the World Situation, " 
and SNIE 43-57, "Likelihood of Military Action by the Government of 
the Republic of China," were recovered from the debris after the 
May riots at Taipeh and probably should be considered compromised, 
After discussing this matter, it was agreed that each member should 
take appropriate steps to advise such individuals or intelligence 
components within his jurisdiction as he deemed necessary of this 
possible compromise.
